In assuming the governorship of Ohio, Frank B. Willis lias the 


good will and the good wishes »f a vast majority of the people of 


' the state. A vast majority of Ohio citizens believe hu goes into of- 
, fice with clean hands and with no pre-election pledges that will in- 
: tcrfere with an honest discharge, of hii-f duties. 


It is to be hoped that this is true. And if true, it is further to 


be hoped that he will have sufficient courage so to Use the influence 


1 of his great office that no class of citizens will later have occasion to 


I regn-t his election, ]t is to be hoped tbailhe rule of simple justice be- 


tween man and man may be the guilding motive oi his executive 


' career and that at the end of two years, no in.teri.st, great or small, 


• will have been the victim of greed or oppression. 


'• 
There are many questions with which the n«'w executive will 


have to grapple. Jt is said that ho does not intend to become in- 
volved in any way with the legislative branch of government. This 
is more easily said than accomplished. For instance, those peren- 
nial subjects of disagreement and discord, tin- taxation question and 
the liquor question, are sure to occupy much of the 
legislature's 


time. 


Does Mr. Willis think for a moment he can keep his hands off, 


no matter how much he may like to do so? Has he no views of his 
own on. the liquor question? Does he entertain no ideas one way or 
the other on the subject of taxation? If he does will he stand idly 
by and see these ideas ruthlessly violated, knowing in the final 
analysis that he, as the executor of the law, has more to suffer by the 
enactment of a bad law than the legislature which wrote it? 


Does Mr. Willis think, for instance, that by merely changing the 


manner of selecting tax assessors he, or the legislature, can settle 
the subject of taxation, while levies are constantly going higher and 
higher and the burden of taxation on both capital and labor is be- 
coming: more grievous year by year.

Just as AVISO men as he have tried to dodge the- liquor question, 


but the wisdom of the wisest men will never suffice when they 
at- 


tempt to straddle a moral issue on which the people are thoroughly 
aroused. It is true the forces for and against the prohibition of the 
traffic in beverage intoxicants are equally divided in Ohio and the 
old school politicians still regard it the part of wisdom to keep from 
making a definite expression concerning it as l'«;g as possible. 


But the people don't like that sort of thing and will have no pa- 


;<1ienec with any office holder either in nn executive or legislative ca- 


" pacity who is afraid to declare himself openly and honestly one way 


or the other. A dry man has a much better chance in Ohio today to 
gain wet votes, and vica versa, by standing squarely by his eonvie- 


' tions on ALL issues than he has b\ atte-iipting to kick up a continual 
' dust on one issue which will serve to screen him from public view on 


another. 


There are numerous other questions whieh will come before the 


General Assembly on which Mr. Willis or no othei governor can hope 
to avoid expressing himself, .sooner or later. It may bo that Gover- 
nor fox wont too far in tninsr to mold the legislative bianch to his 
views, but we belipAT a lug majnrih of Americans bine more respect 
for an executive who has views and is not afraid to fight for them

From this a formula was determined 


showing tbe change of number in 
passing from one magnitude to an 
other, With these^tigures it was rea- 
soned that the aggregate number of 
stars 1s not less than 3.000.000.000. 
probably not more than '.2.000,000,000. 
and probably approximately I,t>00,0u0,- 
000, the e«tim.ited present population 
of the enrth.
